1384 may be showing up. 

The Lower Granite. Dam counting station, 
located below Lewiston on the lower Snake 
River, has ' been turning in large daily 
numbers of adult stcclhead entering Idaho 
waters, 

In Uie past two weeks, more than 2,000 
stcclhead have come over the final barrier 
finding access to the Cleanvater and Salmon 
river drainages. This Is unusual since

400 on a 24-hour basis.

“It's a new twist," admits Steve Iluffakcr, 
state hatchery superintendent for the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game.

Becau.se this is all .so new to the biologists, 
Iluffakcr says “It would be pure .speculation 
at this point" to say the slcclhead'had over- 
come the nat ural problems of last fall In a new 
way.
